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St. Paul's Church, and among the latter 
the new St. James' Church, the Roman 
Catholic Cathedral and various private 
residences. 

The well-known sculptor, Edward V. 
Valentine, makes Richmond his home, 
and in that city are to be seen his re- 
cumbent statue of General Lee and his 
standing figure of Thomas Jefferson, 
both of which have gained well-deserved 
repute. 

It is not generally known that Mr. 
Charles Hofbauer, a young French 
painter of much talent, is executing a 
series of notable mural decorations for 
the new Memorial Hall better known lo- 
cally as the "Battle Abbey." This work 
is being executed under the patronage of 
Mr. Thomas F. Ryan, who is also the 
donor of the handsome Roman Catholic 
Cathedral.

only a list of officers and directors, and 
of committees, but also an exceedingly 
interesting paper by Professor Holmes 
Smith on the "Problems of the Art As- 
sociation," in which he says: 

"The Association has begun its attack 
upon some of its more urgent problems. 
But there are questions of still broader 
import to which the collective intelli- 
gence of the members of the Association 
must be addressed if it is to fulfil its 
highest purpose. 

"It is true that of the million students 
in our American colleges and universi- 
ties there are comparatively few to whom 
any opportunity is offered for the culti- 
vation of an appreciation of the arts of 
architecture, sculpture, painting and the 
crafts. 

"Is it true that the annual exodus from 
our universities of young men and young 
women, whose sympathies for the beauti- 
ful in art and nature have been stimu- 
lated, would produce a profound effect 
for the better upon the quality of artis- 
tic appreciation throughout our land? 

"Is it true that a great increase of in- 



telligent interest in art would do more 
than anything else to narrow the breach 
between the artist and an unappreciative 
public ? 

"If these questions can be answered in 
the affirmative, there is no lack of op- 
portunity for usefulness on the part of 
the College Art Association. Its aim 
should be so to influence our board of 
governors, our faculties and our student 
bodies that the university may eventually 
occupy a leading position in artistic 
thought, such as it has already attained 
in the other great branches of national 
activity." 



A PRACTICAL 
EXHIBIT 



For the next few 
months the print gal- 
lery of the New York 
Public Library will be occupied by an 
exhibition illustrating the making of an 
etching. This may possibly look forbid- 
dingly technical at first sight, but inter- 
est in this side of the subject is appar- 
ently growing, and the matter is here 
presented in so graphic a manner as to 
heighten the interest. The visitor is 
taken through the entire process, begin- 
ning with copper plates bare, grounded 
and smoked, through the matter of pro- 
duction by means of etching-needle, 
burin, roulette, aquatint and other aids, 
the acid bath, the work of the printer, to 
the finished product, the print itself. 
Even some pictures of print lovers and 
print-shops are shown, and the rear end 
is brought up with a selection of etchings 
by masters of the art. Wherever possi- 
ble the actual objects are shown: tools, 
proofs, counterproof, early and late im- 
pressions from the same plate, prints il- 
lustrating changes made on the plate, 
prints on various kinds of paper and on 
satin. Processes are illustrated pic- 
torially; to name a few instances: Buhot 
is shown smoking a plate, Rembrandt 
appears etching, Neureuther shows the 
imps of the acid attacking the artists' 
handiwork, Whistler is seen at the press. 
This exhibition may, it is thought, help 
many to appreciate etchings even more 
understandingly than before, particular- 
ly as it illustrates, incidentally, the adap- 
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tation of the medium to many varied 
personalities. 

NEWS ITEMS 

The National Arts Club of New York 
offers a prize of $1,000 for the best 
literary production to be entitled "A 
Critical Estimate of the Altman Col- 
lection," to be submitted by one of its 
members before March 1, 1914. It is 
hoped that in this way popular interest 
will be further stimulated in the munifi- 
cent gift of the late Mr. Altman and that 
a monograph may be elicited from the 
contest which shall form the standard 
work of appreciation of the collection 
for all time to come. The manuscripts 
will be submitted anonymously and the 
jury of award will be announced later. 

An exhibition of paintings by Eliza- 
beth W. Roberts will be held during the 
coming season in the Public Library, 
Utica, New York; the Toledo Museum 
of Art; the John Herron Art Institute, 
Indianapolis; and the City Art Museum 
of St. Louis. 

The third annual meeting of the Col- 
lege Art Association will take place De- 
cember 29th and 30th in the Harper 
Memorial Library, University of Chi- 
cago. Chief attention will be given to 
reports on college art courses. There 
will be papers followed by discussion on 
this subject. 

The Eighteenth Annual Exhibition of 
the Baltimore Water Color Club will 
take place in the Peabody Institute Gal- 
lery in January. The exhibition will 
open with a private view on Jauuary 
10th and will continue until January 
30th. 

At the annual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Academy of Arts and Letters and 
the National Institute of Arts and Let- 
ters held in Fullerton Hall of the Art 
Institute of Chicago, November 14th, 
Mr. Thomas Hastings read a paper on 
the "Influence of Literature on Modern 
Art." 



Lauros Monroe Phoenix and Charles 
S. Wells have recently become members 
of the faculty of the School of Art con- 
ducted by the Minneapolis Society of 
Fine Arts. Mr. Phoenix is instructor in 
illustration and mural painting. He 
goes to Minneapolis from Chicago where 
he has gained repute as a mural painter. 
Among his recent works are paintings 
of scenes from Rip Van Winkle and 
from Hiawatha. Mr. Charles S. Wells 
has charge of the department of sculp- 
ture. He is a pupil of Karl Bitter and 
Augustus Saint-Gaudens. 

Some of the notable exhibitions to be 
seen in New York during December are 
paintings and sculpture by Robert Von- 
noh and Bessie Potter Vonnoh at the 
Montross Galleries, and an exhibition by 
the Society of Men who Paint the Far 
West at Macbeth's. An exhibition of re- 
cent paintings by Louise Upton Brum- 
back occupies the Folsom Galleries. In 
the galleries of the Berlin Photographic 
Company an exhibition of contemporary 
graphic art in Hungary, Bohemia and 
Austria, is installed.
